The senate late tonight passed the tax 
reduction bill, providing a saving of 
$456,000,000 this year to federal tax- 
payers, and sent it to conference for 
adjustment of differences with the 
house. 

Passage of the bill, which came 
suddenly and somewhat as a surprise 
even to senate leaders, is expected to 
assure benefits of the proposed tax 
cut in the payment of first income tax 
_installments, March 15.

Here are some 
general symptoms to worry about, 
symptoms often noted in the record of 
a case of incipient arteriosclerosis: (1)
